anyone who refused to testify when 
called. President Nixon has said 
present or former White House 
aides would not be allowed to 
testify. 
Of Ervin’s statement, Scott said: 
‘‘That’s a small bit of TV fustian. I 
can’t imagine someone walking into 
the

House 
and 
putting 
handcuffs on a White House aide.

—and would consider anything less 
to be noncooperation —Ziegler said: 
“The President has stated the 
position of the administration. If 
Sen. Ervin disagrees ... then there is 
a disagreement ’ 
Ervin proposed that the Senate 
delay confirmation of L. Patrick 


Gray 111 as head ot the FBI until 
after the Watergate investigation is 
concluded. 
Ervin s select committee is not 
expected to finish its work until next 
spring.

Longest held POW on way home 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines 
(UPI) — Wearing a green beret and 
filled with ‘‘sheer delight,” the 
longest-held prisoner of war in U.S. 
history flew home today with 25 
other freed American POWs to see 
his family for the first time since 
1963. 
Maj. Floyd Thompson, 39, of New 
Milford, N.J., wore a big smile and a 
new Green Beret uniform at his 
farewell, 
hugging 
and 
kissing 
members of the small crowd of 
wellwishers on hand to see the 
POWs off. He clutched the hand of a 
9*^year-old boy one day older than his 
own son, whom he never has seen. 


Among the other prisoners bound 
for the United States was a young 
Marine who was officially declared 
dead years ago on a Vietnam 
battlefield. 


Pfc. Ronald Ridgeway of Houston, 


Tex., was reported killed near Khe 
Sanh in January, 1968. His mother, 
Mildred, attended his ‘‘funeral,” but 
said she never believed the remains 
sent to her and buried were those of 
her son.

headquarters. 
Fifty-three other 
freed POWs arrived on the U.S. 
mainland Sunday aboard flights 
from Clark. 


Officials are now awaiting the last 
batch of 146 American prisoners to 
be set free, presumably by the end 
of March as stipulated in the 
Vietnam truce agreement. 
One prisoner was carried onto his 
hospital plane today. Army Maj. 
Theodore Gostas, whose wife lives 


in Sheridan, Wyo., was under "light 
sedation” but the nature of his 
illness was unknown. 
Thompson was the senior officer 
aboard the first flight of 12 men that 
left for McGuire Air Force Base in 
New Jersey. His C141 Starlifter was 
scheduled to arrive at McGuire at 5 
p.m. EST today. The second C141 
carrying the other 14 men for Travis 
Air Force Base, Fairfield, Calif., 
two hours after Thompson’s plane 
lifted off. 
Thompson took from the crowd 
blond Billy Peebles, son of an Air 
Force captain based at Clark, and 
paraded him before reporters and 
officers at the farewell cememony. 
Billy, Thompson said, was born 
the day he was captured by the Viet 
Cong—March 26, 1964. His own son, 
youngest of four children, was born 
one day after the Communists 
captured him.

The money markets closed March

devaluation of the dollar by 10 per 
cent and the subsequent speculative 
turmoil that dropped the dollar’s 
value still further.

Leaders of the American Indian 
Movement 
present 
their 
‘‘final 
ultimatum” to government officials 
today in yet another negotiating 
session aimed at ending the siege of 
this historic hamlet. 
The 
Indian 
ultimatum comes 
amidst 
growing 
combativeness 
among 
Indians 
occupying 
this 
historic hamlet, the scene of the last 
clash between the U.S. Cavalry and 
the Indians in 1890 in which between 
200 and 300 Indians died. 
A three-point government plan to 
end the occupation of Wounded Knee 


met with booing from militant 
Indians as it was read Sunday. 
‘‘It 
is 
clear 
that 
we 
are 
surrounded and will probably be 
massacred, but if we do we’ll go 
down fighting,” said Rocky Madrid, 
26, 
San 
Luis, 
Colo., 
an 
AIM 
supporter 
wounded 
during 
an 
exchange of gunfire between Indians 
and government forces Saturday 
night. Madrid was carried on a 
stretcher to a meeting at the trading 
post where the government offer 
was read to about 200 Indian 
partisans. 
AIM 
Leader 
Russell 
Means 


decried the government proposal as 
a request for ‘‘total capitulation” 
without guarantee that arrested 
Indians could be freed on bail. 


‘‘Our only 
recourse—the only 
strength we have left—is our treaty 
rights,” Means said. Today’s ‘‘final 


ultimatum” by the AIM leaders was 
to be based on the 1868 Fort Laramie 
Treaty, which confiscated most of 
the Sioux lands in the Plains and 


required the Sioux to move to 
reservations, such as Pine Ridge, on 
which Wounded Knee is located. 


The government proposal, worked 
out in high level meetings in 


Washington, called for the occupiers 
of Wounded Knee to lay down their 


weapons and surrender peacefully 
to arrest. It also provided for 


meetings 
between 
Interior 
De­ 
partment officials and AIM leaders 


to be held at Sioux Falls, followed by 
the arrest of the leaders and the 
most of the militants at Wounded 
Knee. 
Many 
Indians vowed to 
remain and die rather than submit 
to arrest.

Southern states ravaged by floods 
that left 
thousands of persons 
homeless and did an estimated $75 
million damage over the weekend 
are today faced with the possibility 
of more rain. 
The National Weather Service 
predicted rain tonight and Tuesday 
for parts of Tennessee, Mississippi 
and Alabama—the states hardest hit 
by the weekend downpour and 
flooding that claimed seven lives. 
Gov. Winfield Dunn increased to 
42 the number of middle and east 
Tennessee 
counties 
declared 
disaster areas and said he expected 
to hear from the White House 
shortly on a request for federal aid. 
More than 2,400 families were 
evacuated in Tennessee and the 
losses around Chattanooga alone 
were put at $60 million. Civil 
Defense pumps were operating in 
Knoxville today where homes which 
had 
been damaged 
by serious 
flooding last December were again 
inundated. 
The 
Tombigbee 
River 
was 
expected to crest at Columbus, 
Miss., today where 1,000 were 
evacuated. Flood waters across the 
state did between $10 million to $15 
million 
damage 
and 
left 
1,600 
stranded. 
‘‘There’s no way of predicting how 
long the water will be in the 
houses,” a Civil Defense worker at 
Columbus said today. 
Alabama counted over $500,000 in 
damage and around 820 homeless. 
The Tennessee Valley area in the 
northern part of the state had a 50 
per cent chance of moderate rainfall 
for

authorities said flood waters at 
Florence showed little signs of 
receding. Rain was also in the

There was lesser flooding in 
Virginia, where the Clinch River 
and Peak Creek caused about 70 
persons to evacuate their homes, 
and Lousiana, where patios and 
lawns were flooded at Monroe by the 
Ouachita River overflow.

The spokesman said the proposal 
was made at a meeting of the four- 
party Joint Military Commission 
that arranges prisoner exchanges. 
He said Hanoi did not immediately 
reply. 
The North Vietnamese promised 
Sunday that it would free the final 
146 POWs by March 28, the deadline 
stipulated 
in

Paris 
truce 
agreement that also set March 28 as 
the deadline for the total withdrawal 
of U.S. troops from South Vietnam.

Phoney medicine 


Chicanery is delined by Websiei a> sophistry which in 
turn means to trick and mislead by falseness. It is an 
appropriate word to describe the grandstanding of 
Secretary of State Edmund G. Brown. Jr, in the pursuit of 
the high office once held by his father. 
His penchant to indulge in this kind of cheap trickery 
demeans a good name. For what ever faults his father had, 
fancied or real, demagoguery was not one of them. 
From the time he entered state politics in 1970, young 
Brown has been sounding off about lobbyists and campaign 
contributions. The use of a “ red herring” to divert 
attention is a practice of the politician who cannot face real 
issues. 
To infer that lobbying is some kind of a problem at the 
Capitol is like the oid time patent medicine man trying to 
peddle a phoney nostrum for a non-existent disease. 
In Brown's case it is sheer hypocrisy. His family has been 
in politics all of his life. He not only knows there is nothing 
sinister about lobbying, he knows it is essential in 
representative government. 
His attempt to beguile the public into believing a handful 
ot 
lobbyists 
are 
unduly 
influencing 
their 
elected 
representatives and gaining concessions for “ special 
interests" is pure nonsense. 
One need only glance through the registry of lobbyists to 
clearly see ther is no special or select group. Every citizen 
can identify with one or more of the lobbyists. 
As a lawyer Brown understands the law. He know 
therefore that the office of Secretary of State has no 
responsibility and no authority over lobbyist activity. His 
most recent ploy to attract headlines by falsely charging 
the monthly lobby reports were illegally altered was more 
than an impertinence, it was outright deceit. 
It was a case of pointing over the fence to his neighbor's 
unpainted house to distract attention from his own. 
He is trying to make an issue out of how lobbyists spend 
their money to convey their views on legislation. What he 
has not told the public is how much of the taxpayer’s money 
he himself is spending in attempts to force his ideas upon 
the legislators. State officials are not required to register 
as lobbyists and account for their spending. But there are 
more of them trying to influence legislation than there are 
registered lobbyists. 
By innuendo he tars the lobbyists and lawmakers stating 
they are 
“ continually buying lunches, dinners 'and 
cocktails". Big deal! Any lawmaker so weak-willed that he 
can be influenced by a drink or a steak doesn’t belong in 
public office. 
Lobbyists entertain to get acquainted. It is a good old 
American way. Through this method one has some chance 
of getting an audience when they call at an office to discuss 
a problem. No professional lobbyist would dream of 
inviting a solon to dinner to discuss legislation. He know he 
would be most likely to get the dinner thrown in his lap. 
What is so amazing about Brown’s attack on the custom 
is the fact that he has not been hesitant to accept the 
hospitality of lobbyists. He even goes to their affairs 
uninvited. 
As for his grandstand sponsorship of legislation which 
would 
prohibit 
lobbyists 
from 
making 
campaign 
contributions. Brown is enough of a lawyer to know such a 
law would be unconstitutional. Lobbyists are citizens and 
every citizen has the right to support the candidate of his 
choosing. 
The funny thing is there are many lobbyists who would 
love a law like that. It would save them a lot of money.

Boys save father after plane crash 


SEPULVEDA (UPI) - When a small 
plane belly-landed in the cloud-shrouded 
Angeles National Forest with a father and 
his two young sons aboard Saturday, only 
14-year-old 
Richard 
Simpson 
was 
conscious. He thought his father was dead. 
“ He was not moving,” Richard said. 
“ His face was bloody and he was bleeding 
all over. Then he began to make small 
moaning sounds and we realized he was all 
right.” 
From the safety of his home Sunday, 
Richard and his brother William, 13, told 
how they carried their seriously injured 
father more than three miles through 
rugged mountain terrain before finding 


help at an isolated house in Bouquet 
Canyon. 
The boys said they had taken off with 
their father. Eric. 43. from Fox Field near 
Lancaster, bound for Van Nuys Airport, 
when their rented Cherokee 141) ran into 
clouds. 


“ Dad knew he couldn t go over the 
mountains and he knew he couldn't get 
under the clouds without hitting the 
ground," said William. “ He tried to turn 
back about 10 minutes after we left Fox 
Airfield." 
“But as he turned we hit a downdraft and 
one of the wings hit something." the boy 


said. Then my dad did a belly landing " 
The impact knocked both William and his 
lather unconscious but Richard was all 
right and he cut off the plane s master 
control switch to prevent a possible fire. 
“ I tapped Bill, who was sitting in the 
lront seat with my dad. and he began to 
move. But from the way it looked my 
father was dead. ” 
Richard said his father soon began to 
moan, but was still dazed and bleeding 
badly. The boys said they lifted him out of 
the plane, placed him on the ground and 
looked for help. 
About four miles away, they sighted a 


ranch house in Bouquet Canyon. The boys 
then shouldered their 6-foot, 170-pound 
lather and began a two-hour descent down 
the mountain. 


"Richard led the way as he tried to scout 
a path lor us through the thick brush and 
tumbleweeds." said William “ It was really 
thick brush " 
He said his father was dazed and said “ 1 
hope you boys know what you are doing 
because I don't." 


At first we were scared we might not 
make it Saturday night and would have to 
spend the night in the mountains, where we 
could have frozen,

WASHINGTON (UPI i - 
A growing controversy over 
whether or not to allow 
some mutual savings banks 
to pay interest on checking 
accounts 
will 
be 
aired 
before a Senate Banking 
subcommittee this week. 
The list of opponents to 
the 
practice 
is 
steadily 
increasing. 


Sens. John J. Sparkman, 
D-Ala., chairman of the 
Banking Committee, 
and 
John G. Tower of Texas, the 
ranking Republican on the 
panel, have introduced a bill 
to outlaw 
interest-paying 
checking accounts for any 
sort of financial institution. 


And commercial bankers 
say 
they 
are 
strongly 
opposed because the mutual 
banks, which are owned by 
their 
depositors 
like 
cooperatives, 
gain 
a 
competitive advantage by 
offering such accounts. Left 
unchecked, the bankers con­ 
tend, 
interest-bearing 
checking 
accounts 
could 
become “ a national threat." 


The issue arose last year 
when mutual savings banks 
in Massachusetts and New 
Ham pshire 
started 
permitting 
depositors 
to 
write “ negotiable orders of 
withdrawal’’ 
from 
their 
savings 
accounts, 
"negotiable 
order 
withdrawal," called NOW, 
looks and works exactly like 
a check. 


Senate to get look 


at surplus plan 


SACRAMENTO < UPI > — Gov. Ronald Reagans proposal 
to return a $852 million budget surplus to the people—a plan 
that has been shelved in the Assembly—will get its first test 
this week in the Senate. 
But the sponsor of the measure (SB238>, Sen. Robert J. 
Lagomarsino. R-Ojai, said the proposal faces an uphill 
struggle in a scheduled public hearing Wednesday before 
the Senate Revenue and Taxation Committee. 
Lagomarsino said he does not expect the panel will 
accept the Reagan plan without major charges, such as 
possibly eliminating a 20 per cent one-time state income 
rebate. However, he said the governor may accept such 
amendments. 
Reagan has said he will put the income tax refund 
proposal on a statewide ballot alongside his ambitious plan 
to limit state taxes if the legislature kills the measure. 
In other major business before the legislature, the Senate 
Reapportionment Committee is expected to vote Tuesday 
on two rival reapportionment bills. 
A redistricting plan (SB195) by Sens. John Harmer, R- 
Glendale, and George N. Zenovich. D-Fresno, has the 
backing of Reagan and is expected to win the panel s 
approval. 
The committee also will reconsider a once-defeated plan 
(SB62) by Sen Mervyn M. Dymally, D-Los Angeles, that 
would create a new chicano district in Los Angeles County 
and preserve Sen. Alan Short's district in Stockton. The 
Harmer-Zenovich proposal would do neither.

‘Lompoc: 


a Streetscape 


Design’

Staff Writer 
Tomorrow night the City Council 
will take a first look at a set of broad 
brush, professional proposals for 
providing Lompoc with a unified 
design concept and resculpting its H 
and Ocean Avenue core into a tree- 
lined, people-oriented commercial 
axis. 
Made 
at 
the 
request 
of 
Community Development Director 
A1 Autry, the study is published 
under the title of Lompoc: 
a 
Streetscape Design. It was a fifth 
year Cal Poly architectural design 
project authored by Gary Sivley, 
James Nocoloff and Norman Davis, 
now graduate architects. 
The 59 page, well illustrated 
booklet outlines clearly and in terms 
the 
authors’ 
conclusions 
that: 
1—Widely differing types of street 
furniture used in the city (mail 
boxes, 
trash receptacles, street 
lights and signs, etc) create a visual 
anarchy which discomforts people. 
—That 
differing 
downtown 
building facades (fronts) also create 
a confusing atmosphere. 
—That the wideness of downtown 
streets and the predominance of 
automobiles in the downtown area 
puts the pedestrian at a physical 
disadvantage and makes shopping 
there less comfortable. 
That the absence of any but token 
landscaping 
in 
the 
Lompoc 
downtown 
area 
removes 
the 
individual’s references to nature, 


/ 


with which he naturally feels more 
comfortable than with asphalt and 
concrete, and consequently tends to 
drive him away. 
There is a mounting need for 
downtown 
revitalization, 
the 
authors say, because the Lompoc 
city center has declined since its 
heyday as the city’s hub. The most 
economically prosperous part of the 
city now, they say, is the North H 
commercial area, the downtown 
blocks having declined along with 
the Ocean Avenue extensions. And 
the outlook after the bypass freeway 
goes in is bleaker. 
To redress this situation and also 
improve the quality of life in 
Lompoc, the authors propose a 
sweeping set of physical reforms 
based on the architectural basics of 
unity and scale. 
A natural city theme, they point 
out, emanates both from the mission 
and the Valley’s unique flower 
industry. 
To lend unity, the authors suggest 
the dominance of vertical shafts of 
redwood, a theme repeated in their 
recommendations 
for 
some 
16 
varieties of street furniture from 
portable 
planter-benches 
to 
combination streetlight—street sign 
standards. 
A renovating of the facades of 
downtown 
structures 
either 
to 
conform with a Spanish motif or to 
emphasize a strong style of their 
own would create an attractive, 
eventually profitable harmony, the 
report advises. The use of buff 
colored—sponge 
rubbed 
building 
textures and Spanish tiles would 
touch upon the mission theme. 
Wedding the unified mission and 
flower 
theme 
with 
the 
warm 
predominance of wood in the street 
furniture would be a city logo 
(symbol), an abstract, circular 
rendering of a flower bloom in 
wood. It should, the report says, 
appear on all street furniture, city 
letterheads 
and 
everywhere 
practical. 
For scale, the authors recommend 
the narrowing of the streets in the H 
and Ocean area down to pedestrian 
scale with only two lanes of 
traffic and broadened sidewalks. To 
create a visual barrier between 
buildings and the sidewalks, they’ve 
recommended 
that 
Eucalyptus 
Sideroxylon, 
the 
graceful, 
eventually 40 foot trees now fronting 
city hall, replace the unassuming 
lemon bottle brush trees presently 
ubiquitous along H Street. 
To 
underline 
the 
downtown 
pedestrian emphasis, the report 
suggests that a pedestrain mall be 
designed at the present location of 
South H Street with an open cement 
stage and sunken plaza arrangement 
for speeches and celebrations and 
ample area for just relaxing and 
shopping.

impact, suggestions. 
The program is sensible. The ideas are 
extremely attractive and worthwhile. It is 
a masterful approach in solving an obvious 
problem. 
What attracts us is the fact that it is not 
a ' pie-in-the-sky" plan. It can be done. It 
will take only the coopeiation of those 
involved. But this coopeiation will, we 
know, result in dividends not only for 
themselves, but for the community as a 
whole. We urge that this coopeiation be 
given in the strongest way possible. 
We urge the citizens of Lompoc to view 
this presentation tomorrow at 7:30 p.m. in 
Council Chambers. See what can be done. 
What must be done. 


Libyan connection 


Washington, —Anyone who has 
the President of the United States 
writing his prospectus can count 
himself fortunate. For John B. 
Connally the prospectus, whether 
for high political office, as an envoy 
to friend and foe in distant lands, or, 
incidentally, as lawyer for large 
corporate oil interests, overflows 
with extravagant endorsements. 
The sequence is 
wonderful to con­ 
sider. 
First Con- 
nally 
becomes 
secretary 
of 
the 
treasury, the Demo­ 
crat in the Nixon 
cabinet. He carries 
out the Nixon bull­ 
dozing operation in 
August 1971 
with the retreat from gold and the 
import surcharge. In December he 
rode herd on the Smithsonian 
monetary agreement which the 
President hailed as the greatest 
financial agreement in history. 
That was only the start of the 
crescendo. 
In April 1972 when 
Connally entertained the President 
and some 200 Texas tycoons at his 
Floresville ranch, Mr. Nixon said he 
had demonstrated “ he can hold any 
job in the United States.” In 
January it escalated so he can 
“ Handle any job I can think of in 
this country or in the world for that 
matter." 
Then most recently came the 
press 
confrence 
at 
which 
the 
President said that if he could 
prevail on Connally when he travels 
privately to take a semi-public 
mission he would be happy since he 
could think of no better man to 
undertake it. This must be put 
together with repeated reports of 
high office in store for him. He was 
to come into the Nixon second term 
if not as secretary of state, then in 
an office created for him even more 
powerful. A little later, floated out 
of the White House by a process of 
slightly 
supernatural 
political 
levitation, was the report he was the 
President's 
choice 
for 
the 
Republican presidential nomination 
in 1976. 
It is hardly surprising in light of 
all this that when Connally flew into 
Riyadh, the capital of Saudi Arabia, 
in mid-December, King Faisal and 
his ministers were a bit puzzled as 
to the Connally role. He had arrived

a

Standard of California, and Mobil, 
are 
convinced 
Connally 
was 
underwriting the Hammer bid for a 
Saudi concession. Up for bidding is a 
concession in a zone adjacent to a 
big, new Aramco strike. 
Occidental 
spokesmen 
have 
denied 
this, 
insisting 
that 
the 
Connally visit was a semi-official 
mission. In any event Connally was 
very busy during his two days in 
Riyadh. According to American 
official 
sources he 
represented 
Houston Natural Gas. The company 
was seeking a contract with Saudi 
Arabia for the joint exploitation of 
waste gases to produce methanol, a 
liquid fuel used in industry. Several 
weeks after Connally’s visit the 
Saudi government signed a letter of 
commitment for $160 million for a 
joint venture. 
Reports within the oil industry tell 
of large new retainers Connally has 
acquired. The law firm in Houston 
will not comment on these reports. 
The relationship between client and 
corporation 
is 
considered 
confidential. 
One new client Connally is known 
to have acquired is Nelson Bunker 
Hunt, son of oil billionaire H. L. 
Hunt. Connally is said to have 
agreed 
to 
serve 
as arbitrator 
between 
Hunt and 
the 
Libyan 
government on a concession that 
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was 
half 
owned 
by 
British 
Petroleum until the Libyan dictator, 
Muammar el-Qaddafi, nationalized 
the British share. Libya now claims 
50 per cent of the Hunt holding on a 
concession producing 500,000 barrels 
of oil a day. Hammer’s principal 
Middle East oil operation is in 
Libya. 
Libya is the tinder box of the Arab 
world. A fanatical Moslem, Qaddafi 
is said to finance the activities of 
Arab extremist groups including 
Black September. He welcomed the 
guerrillas who escaped from Munich 
after 
executing 
11 
Israeli 
participants in the Olympic games. 
With at least $2 billion and 
perhaps closer to $3 billion in cash in 
western banks, Qaddifi can well 
afford to pay the agents of violence. 
Observers saw his hand in the 
political turmoil in the Sudan and he 
has 
never 
disclaimed 
the 
executioners of the three diplomats 
shot in cold blood in Khartoum. 
Libyan oil is vital to Western 
Europe, 
80 per cent of West 
Germany’s supply coming from 
there. Whether it is possible to come 
to terms with this fanatic and check 
the continuing encroachments on 
the western position, it is impossible 
to say. Perhaps Connally is the man 
to do it. He is remarkably capable, 
forceful, supremely confident. But 
does he speak for the President or 
for his clients?

Not really fair 


We read with some interest a 
story in our paper last week 
concerning 
the 
appeal 
of 
the 
Lompoc 
Marlins 
Swim 
Team 
Parents’ Club requesting that the 
city of Lompoc taxpayers pick up 
the cost of the club’s coach. 


The Marlin Swim 
Club certainly has 
brought recognition 
to Lompoc. They 
are a great bunch of 
swimmers. 
They 
participated 
in 
more than 20 meets 
last year and they 
brought home their 
share of ribbons and 
recognition. 


But frankly, subsidizing the coach 
through tax funds is opening a 
Pandora’s Box that no doubt could 
never be closed. 
If the Swim Team coach must be 
paid for by the city, we certainly can 
name a dozen or more other 
activities that would be entitled to 
the same. Take for example, the 
Little League or the Youth Football 
League. What about a Judo Club or 
the Chess Club? How about a 
counselor for Dawn House? What 


about an activities director for the 
Senior Citizens’ Club? Tennis is 
getting extremely popular and the 
Tennis Club no doubt could use a 
coach. Youth basketball and soccer 
could be easily added to the list. 
The city provides the facility for 
the Swim Club in the presence of the 
municipal 
pool and times are 
allocated for Swim Club practice to 
the exclusion of other swimmers. 
This, we believe is fair, just as the 
city provides fields for little league 
and courts for basketball. 
However, it is certainly our con^ 
tention that programs such as the 
Marlin Swim Team should be self- 
supporting. Sixty-two members of 
the Swim Club now pay annual dues 
of $5 and state that they would 
certainly 
have 
to 
raise 
the 
assessment if the coach cannot be 
paid by tax funds. 
Frankly, we believe they should. 
Those swimmers are a great 
bunch. We know a few and we know 
how hard they work for their glory 
and the glory they bring to the 
community. However, we feel it 
would not be fair to the many 
other programs in our community 


for one to be partly subsidized and 
the others not.

No one is paying much attention to 
the meetings of the County Citizens’ 
Advisory 
Committee 
for 
the 
General 
Plan. 
Chairman 
Hugh 
Young reports that the usual public 
show 
at 
the 
meetings 
is 
microscopic. 
This 
is 
strange 
because the 
general plan is a focal point for the 
whole spectrum of area land use 
philosophy—a focal 
rapidly warming. 
Basically, 
there 
are two factions in 
local planning; the 
businessmen-land 
owners 
and 
the 
unlanded, 
unprofessional 
environmentalists; 
or, in the terms 
they 
reserve 
for 
each 
other, 
developers and do- 
gooders. 
Each side says that it wants to 
draw closer to the other and hash 
things out in decorum. The fact is 
that they can’t even agree on the 
purpose of the committee. 
The do-gooders say they want the 
committee to be what its name says, 
a citizens’ advisory committee. As 
now 
appointed 
by 
Supervisor 
Francis Beattie, they say, the panel 
is top heavy with the landed 
privileged, the old valley mandarins 
who treasure license to do with their 
lands whatever they please and the 
common good be damned. Fully 11 
of 
the 
whatever 
they 
please 
committee’s present membership of 
18, the do-gooders say, are either 
large land holders or their business 
minions. 
The developers hold that the 
composition 
of 
the committee, 
which 
includes 
housewives, 
a 
druggist, an engineer and other 
occupations, is fairly representative 
of the valley. 
The several second and third 
generation Lompocans, they say, 
care about the valley probably as 
much as anyone on earth even 
though the current eco mystique has 
it 
that 
only 
glossy-eyed 
environmental mystics really care 
about anything. 


The committee, the developers 
believe, should function as a kind of 
spokesman 
for 
the 
supervisor. 
Landowners should, they say, be 
consulted on the general planning of 
their own land. Who better to plan 
and understand the area than the 
men who’ve lived here, planned it 
and understood it for years? 
The do-gooders, the developers 
say, don’t tread on real ground, 
perhaps because their backgrounds 
seldom 
include 
professional 
planning or economics. They would 
zone a choice grass-grown parcel in 
the 
midst 
of 
factories 
as 
agricultural land, even though no 
crop on earth could make a plot that 
small pay to farm it and the 
character of the area is already 
clearly commercial. 
The developers, the do-gooders 
say, deal only in money profits while 
remaining insensitive both to the 
eloquence 
of 
broad 
regional 
planning and to the precious but 
profitless things like grass that feed 
the human spirit. 
The developers, they say, would 
leapfrog a crass condominium into 
the midst of prime agricultural land 
thereby eroding away adjacent ag 
parcels 
due 
to 
their 
higher 
consequent tax 
valuation 
and 
finally, leaving only small lots in the 


midst of factories, untenable foi 
farming. 
Whether or not there's open am 
fair debate between the two faction: 
at the committee meetings is both 
debated. 
Young 
says 
that 
th< 
committee will and wants to listei 
to every community input short of i 
filibuster. The do-gooders contern 
that Young has seldom listened t< 
much from them at the genera 
meetings and even kept the earl; 
ones 
under 
wraps 
and 
earl; 
subcommittee meetings limited t< 
participation from landowners. 
An upshot has been the Ad Ho< 
Citizens' Advisory Committee foi 
the General Plan, a do-goodei 
dominated panel with their owi 
recommendations they'll submit t< 
the county when the time comes. 
Perhaps it's a tenet of democrats 
government that you don't go out o 
your way to involve yourself witl 
something unless you're alread 
involved. 
But 
the 
usual 
puny 
publii 
attendance at these meetings mean: 
that, for whatever reason, lots o 
people who'll be affected bv th< 
general plan aren't saying theii 
piece on 
its formulation. 
Ant 
neither the do-gooders nor th< 
developers, as the other side wil 
confirm, have a monopoly on th< 
planning brains.
